PETROLEUM FOR FUEL. 


& N«w Method or Supplying Power 19 


Locomotives and Steam Vessels* 


Tho use of petroleum instead of ooiil 


on a Pennsylvania railroad train run- 
ning from Altoona to Pittsburgh prob- 
ably foreshadows a great change in the 
methods of supplying power to locomo- 
tives in the United States. 
About 


12 barrels of oil, carried in a tank 
on the' tender, were consumed during 
Hie trip of 116 miles, and the experi- 
ment is reported to have been com- 
pletely successful. 


It is strange that tho residuum of 


petroleum was not substituted for coal 
some time ago in tho locomotives that 
traverse tho State whose vast deposits 
of petroleum have for years supplied 
the markets of the world with tho host 
quality of illuminating oil. As it is, 
we only follow the example set by the 
carriers of Baku petroleum. 
In 1884 


large quantities of oil were used as fuel 
on the Russian railroads in the region 
between the Black and Caspian seas. 
One year later oil residuum had sup- 
planted coal not only in the locomo- 
tives of the Transcancasion and Trans- 
caspian railways, but 
also in tho 


furnaces of 300 steamboats plying on 
the Caspian and in the Volga river. 
Last year Russian oil was used almost 
to the exclusion of coal on the Swedish 
railways, an engme using oil was 
drawing trains between Alexandria 
and Cairo, and the same kind of fuel 
supplied power for all tho engines of 
(lie Baku refineries. From Moscow to 
Teheran and from the Merv oasis to 
(lie port of Batoum, on tho Black Sen, 
oil has taken the place of coal on 
thousands of miles of railway and in 
hundreds of factories. 


Last February the ' sailing vessel 


Pi'otektsia arrived at Odessa, carrying 
throe hundred tons of oil residuum 
consigned to the factories at that, port 
which had been using English coal. 
The price of this fuel at the port of 
Novorossisk, where it had .been taken 
on board, was about four dollars and 
fifty cents a ton. It was acknowl- 
edged that one ton of it would do the 
work of two tons of English coal in the 
factories of Odessa, and in England 
tho opinion was freely expressed that 
boforo long vessels would bo carrying 
this residuum to ports on ths Mediter- 
ranean. 
The completion of the North 


Caucasus railway to Novorossisk and 
the improvement of that port at a cost 
of one million nine hundred and thirty- 
fivo thousand dollars open for Caspian 
oil a now outlet which has advantages 
that Batoum can never possess. More- 
over, the new road traverses tho Black 
sea 
petroleum field, rich in oil, 


which 
will 
now 
bo 
developed. 


In 
May 
last 
the 
steamship 


Cliarlos Howard 
was 
supplied in 


London with appliances for burning 
residual oils, and immediately after- 
ward she started for .tho Black Son. 
"Not a particle of smoke was visible 
at the funnel, and her fires worked 
admirably." 


Wo do not know that oil residuum 


has boon successfully and continuous- 
ly used by motor engines in this coun- 
try heretofore, except on the large 
ferry steamers of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company at San Francisco. 
Tho saving in cost on that line, as 
compared with coal, is said to have 
linen forty per cent. Tho saving on 


I he. Swedish r.iilw/iys is reported to bn 
from twenty-five to fifty per cent. II 
was expected that $250,000 a year 
would be saved by the use of oil on tho 
road from Alexandria to Cairo. 
Thoro 


is, of course, greater economy in tho 
use of oil where the residuum can be 
transferred directly from the refineries 
to tho steamer or locomotive. At; Baku 
this fuel, which is called "astatki," is 
.sold at ton coats ,a ton, and of the 1, • 
000,000 tons produced annually one- 
third has, in recent years, been wast- 
ed. The general use of liquid fuel on 
railways will probably cause it to be 
used in transatlantic steamships. 
If 


1,000 tons of residuum will do the work 
of'2,000 or 2,500 tons of coal, and at 
the same time occupy tho space of only 
GOO tons of coal, as has been asserted, 
tho advantages gained by burning it 
can easily bo seen.—N. Y. Times. 


For a Cent and a Quarter.

ladies decided to visit the post-office 
that day and invest in stamps. 
They 


did so and bought thirteen two-cent 
stamps for a cent and a quarter of a 
dollar.—Chicago Journal. 


The Last of the Leslies. 


In the district of Krassnoi, near 


Smolensk, thorn is now living the last 
represent alive of the English noble 
house of Leslie. His ancestors settled 
in Russia in the early part of the seven- 
teenth centiiry, and very rapidly ac- 
quired immense estates in Smolensk. 
These estates have gradually passed 
into the possession of strangers, arid 
the present direct representative of the 
once powerful Anglo-Russian house ot 
Leslie now enjoys only the barren 
memories of the halcyon days of his 
early predecessors. The old line ol 
the Leslies in England is extinct, and 
our Russian Luslie is, it is believed, 
heir to the English title and to the es- 
tates, which are verv considerable — 
Novae Vremya.

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Committee on Resolutions 


Wrestling With the Tariff 
Problem. 


ST. LOTTI^, June 7,—The sub-committee ol 


the committee on resolutions kept up their de- 
liberations until three o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, and at that hour, almost worn out by tho 
fatigue of debate, deferred further considera- 
tion until nine o'clock. The discussion in com 
m it tee wus confined solely to the tariff. Each 
member had been furnished with a number ol 
pianks for presentation, but none of them fig- 
ured in the proceedings. 


Th3 committee held a long session yesterday, 


and while some progress had been made, the 
platform was far from being completed. 
In 


the language of Mr. Gorman: "Who are but on 
the threshold." 


The proposition to embody a plank looking to 


the free coinage of silver, which was indorsed 
by the Watterson faction, has been defeated, 
and the Gorman faction have carried, by n vote 
of 25 against 20, the proposition to rcadopt the 
entire platform of 1884. 


Mr. Gorman argued, with apparent effect, 


that the party should determine to let well 
enough alone, especially so fur as the tarilt ;.- 
concerned. 


Mr. Wattorson's views as outlined hereto- 


fore, in favor of tho adoption of the tariff planli 
of the platform of 1876, are well known. 
£ When the committee met yesterday morn- 
and the sub-committee reported its Inability to 
jpreaoh any conclusion, the committee, as a 
Avhole, seemed to be still practically whoYo they 
began.
